Torn in sorrow and grief, she stood 
atop the falls and plunged a knife 
into her heart, toppling to the basin 
at the foot of the falls.

no post office facilities were nearby 
along this m ajor highway.

Do you know that Blue Bell in 
Montgomery County was originally 
founded as Pigeontown?

Revolutionary 
War. 
after the Buttle of Germantown, 
General W ashington took his forces 
out of Philadelphia via the Bethle­ 
hem Pike and Skippack Pike as far 
as Schwenkville. 
The British fol­ 
lowed him as far as Pigeontown. 
The old inn at Pigeontown was 
called the W hite Horse. In 1837 the 
owner of the Blue Bell inn, located

town. He built a new inn and store 
and gave these businesses the name 
of Blue Bell. 
W hen a post office 
was established. Blue Bell was rec­ 
ognized as the official nam e of the 
town.
